Senate Special Master

CLAIM BILLS

During the 2004 session, 21 claim bills were filed in the Senate. There were 18 companion bills
filed in the House of Representatives. Also, there were 3 House claim bills filed that did not have
a Senate companion.

Of the 21 bills filed in the Senate, 6 were approved by the House and Senate. At this time, none
of the claim bills have been approved by the Governor. If they all become law, they will
authorize or direct the payment of $9,444,937, all of which would be paid from local government
budget accounts.

Ten Senate claim bills died in a Senate Committee; 2 Senate bills died on the Senate Calendar;
and 3 Senate bills were withdrawn from further consideration by their sponsors.
